By letter dated 9/4/52 SAC Dallas advised that former Agent Wade, County Prosecutor, 
Dallas, Texas, had gained exceptional prominence in State legal Circles because of 
outstanding record.

The Federal Bureau of Investigation 
has also been designated by Congress as! the agency officially responsible for the tabulation and 
dissemination of police statistics for the entire country. Under an Act of Congress these statis- 
tics are gathered and are distributed to thousands of interested police and affiliated agencies each 
quarter so that trends of crime, crime records, and crime control can be known to those to whom it , 
is of most interest. Rirther. than this, the Federal | Bureau of Investigation has been designated as 
the agency having jurisdiction over the classification and maintenance of fingerprint records, not 
only on a national basis, but on an international basis. We have some thirty-one million sets of 
fingerprints on hand today. We are receiving ihe fingerprint records of all persons enlisted or 
being inducted into the Army and enlisted in other military services. Thousands of persons in pub- 
lic utility positions are fingerprinted and the prints are retained in our files. Those working 
in national defense industries on many occasions are fingerprinted, their prints being included in 
our files. Our Government employees 1 prints are included. We are receiving thousands of criminal 
fingerprints from all police agencies in the country daily and it is essential that we immediately 
be able to notify, the arresting agency of the ciHlminai record of the individual because he may be 
wanted for more serious crimes in other section^ of the country and if he is to be released on a 
mere vagrancy or other charge, he may be set free to continue his depredations on society. This 
Bureau, together with many other foreign countries, participates in the international exchange of 
fingerprints* Hundreds of international’ crooks are brought to task yearly through the media of 
this service we have rendered. 1

The work of the Federal Bureau of Investigation! is of the utmost importance in the nation*! 

It is essential that thoroughly qualified personnel of the highest integrity and background 
be secured for every position in the Bureau. Our work is 1 the guarding of the internal security of 
the country, not only in national defense matters, but ini the control of those criminals who previ-' 
ously had terrorized the country in waves of bank rpbbeiyj kidnaping, extortion, white slavery, auto- 
mobile theft, and numerous other crimes. There is no doubt whatsoever in the minds of law enforce- 
ment officials that should any group be permitted to have [the assurance that their activities were 
being minimized during the present national emergency, we [would have a tremendous country-wide wave 
of crime in that particular category in a very short period of time. It is, therefore, essential 
that from a national defense standpoint and fr*om a public [security standpoint the Bureau maintain 
its qualified staff at an absolute maximum in order] to continue to have control of the criminal ele-

.The Federal Bureau ofTIxtvestigation Is primarily a service (Agency. serve our 
Government* and the public* 7/e cannot determine the 'amount of work which is going to be referred 
to. us* If there is a crime wave of local or ijiationai significance at any time the work of the 
Bureau is increased in comparison. Our j identification, laboratory, and crime statistics facili- 
ties reflect very definitely the trends jin the country* We must have available personnel to 
properly handle the thousands of fingerprint, records {being received by us daily. We are at the 
present time receiving approximately thirty-foW thousand sets of prints daily. We must have a 
scientific staff in the laboratory to examine scientific evidence* We must have an investigative 
force of sufficient size to handle the work being referred to us. We must have a technical and 
supervisory staff of sufficient size to render the service to our investigative, identification, 
laboratory, and statistical staffs so that we may haye the benefit of the wealth of information 
in our various files. The work of the Federal Bureau j of Investigation has increased so tremen- 
dously that every employee in the Bureau, regardless of his position, is performing a tremendous 
amount of overtime service. Our Special Agent investigators are performing no less than four hours 
a day overtime- service. In the present emergency we iiave found it necessary to curtail leave 
because of inadequate personnel and many of our men have worked over long periods of time without 
having any time off for vacation. 1

The additional duties imposed upon the {Bureau since the declaration of the national emer- 
gency have made it necessary that our staff be more than doubled. From the information furnished 
under sub-heading B, it will be seen that it is {essential to carefully investigate every employee 
in the Bureau. All of our employees in the performance of their work at one time or the other has. 
opportunity to observe and note the content of confidential investigative reports, the publication 
of itfiich would be most detrimental to the national safety. We have had considerable difficulty in 
securing sufficient employees. We find that out of applicants who file application, we are suc- 
cessful in appointing about one out of every one hundred. It, therefore, means that if we lose 
an employee after he is fully investigated and is! being given training dr has been experienced, we'.;* 
must again consider on an average, one hundred persons before he can be - replaced. In the accelerated 
program of the Government it is essential tlhat the Federal Bureau of Investigation work at top 
speed to keep abreast of its duties and investigation of matters pertaining to national .defense, 
its regular activities, and its most important anid essential identification activities at this time#

At the present time the Federal Bureau of Investigation is employing additional qualified 
persons as rapidly as they can, be found. The assembled Congress has in the past several months 
passed several bills which will increase even to a greater extent our present volume of work* The. 
needs of the service as to employees fluctuate witjh the periods of stress in the country.

Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation are given twelve weeks of training 
which embraces five hundred and thirty-five hours of study. During that period of ti ms they are 
trained not only in investigative techniques and procedures but are qualified in the handling of 
firearms, mechanical devices, and technical devices in use by the Bureau. After entering the

Dear Mr. Hoover: 


Since December 4th, 1939, I have been a Special Agent of 'the Bureau, 
having worked the last 9 months in an undercover capacity in Ecuador, 

South America. Altho the work was rather difficult and the- hours long, 
the time I have spent as a Bureau agent has been ihe happiest of mf 
entire life. I have not only been contented but have been proud of 
the fact that I was working for an organization whose reputation is 
unparalleled in its field. This was due largely to your brilliant lea- 
dership ana your inspiration to those that have worked under you. I 
am. very proud to say that I am a Special Agent of the FBI. 

In view of these feelings , you will understand hcjw difficult it is 
for me to say what I feel I must say. I came into jthe Bureau more than two 
years before the war but there were many who saw rjthe handwriting on the 
wall and the Bureau was one of these. The work of 'the Bureau in prev- 
enting sabatoge and prosecuting those who were opposed to our way of 
life, has been heroicly written into the record. 

However, I do not feel right about the War even though I may be able to 
really do more good where I am than in the armed forces. My brothers 
are in the armed forces, my close friends have been killed, others are 
in the hands of the enemy and I feel that I owe itj to myself, to my 
family and friends, and to t heHBureau' t o join thej armed' forces and 
request active nombat_duty.

There is attached a permanent brief of Agent Wade's file. 

Agent Wade was on a special confidential undercover assignment from 
July 29, 1942, until he submitted his resignation, active duty ceasing 
at the close of business May 3, 1943, effective at the close of busi- 
ness September 1, 1943. Before he submitted his resignation in order 
to enter the Military Service, he. discussed the matter with Mr\. Lee 
and with the writer. 

On June 13, 1943, Mr. Wade addressed a letter, to the ^ureau 
requesting that his resignation be cancelled and that he be permitted 
to return to the service of the Bureau. He , was advised that the Bureau 
had withdrawn its request for his deferment and accordingly it would not 
be possible to consider his request for reinstatement at that time. This 
letter also advised him that if he was inducted into the Armed Forces . 
prior to the expiration of his accrued annual leave, he should immediate- 
ly notify the Bureau in order that his resignation might be cancelled and 
so that he might be placed in a Military- Leave Without Pay status ,\ The 
Bureau advised the Office of the Naval Officer Procurement that it\ would 
not be possible to execute a release for Mr. Wade.

After he assumed this position, Ms office was very cooperative with 
Agents in Dallas. He called at Bureau Headquarters personally on 8-1-50, attempted 
to see the Director but was referred to Mr. Belmont. Wade discussed generally the 
problems of law enforcement and indicated his desire to assist the Bureau whenever 
possible. In September, 1952, Mr. Wade, while in Washington on business, attempted 
again, without success, to see the Director. 

In 1958, Wade was the subject of two civil rights cases involving 
allegations that he had not provided defendants with their full rights under the law.
